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Will Katanga Go Communist? 


U.S. TAXPAYERS TOOL OF RED FRONTING U.N. & STATE DEPARTMENT

Did you know that you, as an American 
taxpayer, are footing the bill to wipe out 
a pro-Western government and to hand 
over to the communists a region with the 
world’s richest supply of fissionable material 
and other great mineral wealth? 

If you don't, it’s time—and way past 
time—that you did know. 

What is happening today in the Katanga 
Province seems utterly incredible, except 
that it happens to be all too much of a 
ghastly reality. 

Here we are witnessing another China, 
another Cuba—and an inescapable illus- 
tration of how we may contribute to our 
own ultimate defeat through the machinery 
of the United Nations—that not-so-tender 
trap of American foreign policy. 


LET’S REVIEW the scene: 

When independence fell upon the Belgian 
Congo, Russian and Red Chinese technicians 
and other experts on colonialism were on the™ 
ground in a matter of hours. It would be an 
insult to anyone’s intelligence to say that 
these communists had any interest in the 
peoples of the Congo, or in much of the 
territory. 

They wanted Katanga. Its copper mines 
and other mineral wealth yield a revenue 
of almost $1 billion a year. More important, 
the region is the world’s richest supply of 
pitechblende, with a uranium content twice 
that of the Canadian ore, and 20 to 30 times 
that of the sources immediately available to 
Russia in the depleted mines of Czecho- 
slovakia and Saxony. (A fact which takes 
on deadly meaning indeed since Nikita 
Khrushchev has started threatening the free 
world with 100 megaton bombs!) The Congo 
provides half the West’s uranium, 72% of 
our radium, 80% of our cobalt, 70% of our 
industrial diamonds. 

There is no point in reviewing the tribal 
anarchy that prevailed in the Congo for a 
while. Suffice to say that Col. Joseph 
Mobuta emerged finally as a strong man— 
and ordered the communist embassies closed 
and sent the technicians packing. 

He, along with President Joseph Kasa- 
yubu, achieved a stable government which 
was recognized by the United Nations. Re- 
member Nikita Khrushchev’s shoe-pounding 
exhibition? He vowed the communists would

be back—and would have the last laugh. 

Well, they're laughing now—and not 
merely at some clever quip by Adiai Steven- 
son, our United Nations ambassador. 

They are laughing because a pro-commu- 
nist coalition government has been estab- 
lished in the Congo; because the Congo 
army is to be returned to pro-communist 
control, and because United Nations forces 
(God save the mark!) are doing the dirty 
work of stamping out independence in Ka- 
tanga Province in order to hand over its 
riches to the pro-communists! 

And the United States is paying the bill 
for the operation! 

It didn’t require any clairvoyance to see 
how the communists planned the operation 
and carried it out. 

On August 4, 1960, The Enquirer carried 
an editorial entitled: “UN: Cat's-Paw In 
Katanga?” We said then that the UN was 
“being asked to serve as a cat’s-paw—fo 
get the Belgians completely and finally out 
of the Congo, to conquer the secession in 
Katanga, and then to hand the whole 


package back to Lumumba . . . If this is 
done, it is utterly unrealistic to expect that 
the communists will not sooner or later 
take over.” 

This is precisely what has happened, 
except that the United Nations is handing 
the country back over to Lumumba’s suc- 
cessors rather than the pro-red agitator 
himself. 

It is almost startling to compare what 
Russia demanded, a year ago, and what 
the United Nations has done—with the 
USSR absenting itself, and the United 
States paying most of the bill. 

The great initial damage was done while 
the UN operation was headed by Rajesh- 
war Dayal of India, former ambassador to 
Moscow. It was afterward condoned by UN 
Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold — 
who, as we feared, became the prisoner of 
Khrushchev’s campaign against him. 

Since then, UN conduct has become vir- 
tually unthinkable. Not only has the central 
government of the Congo virtually -been 
ushered into pro-communist “neutral” hands, 
but the UN itself has committed bloody ag- 
gression against the Katanga province, using 
mainly Indian troops. The Associated Press 
reported Thursday: “The UN fired on a 
Katanga Army ambulance, seriously wound- 
ing the driver. On Wednesday, UN troops 
fired on an ambulance at point-blank range 
as it was attending two wounded Katangans.” 

This is a peace organization we're 
supporting? 

While this was going on, the central gov- 
ernment was appointing “a strong pro-com- 
munist to administer the affairs of the 
province.” 

Last February, writing in The Enquirer, 
UN correspondent William R. Frye told how 
Adlai Stevenson had “tied the Soviet Union 
in knots” in the Congo, and managed with 
“eonsummate skill to achieve, if not a 
Western-oriented, then at least a non-com- 
munist Congo.” 

AMBASSADOR STEVENSON sponsored 
the Security Council resolution under which 
Katanga is being subdued. 

Whe has tied whom into knots? 

The British press has become very con- 
cerned over the UN actions in the Congo. 
Sen. Thomas J. Dodd of Connecticut wrote 
President Kennedy:

Bar Association Speaks” from the Con- 
gressional Record of February 25, 1959. The 
ABA states: 

Nikita Khrushchev’s famous report of 1956 
lists eulttiral and business exchanges as one 
of these developments which will bring 
about the growing weakness of the United 
States and advance world socialism. On June 
2, 1957, Khrusfichev appeared on American 
television screens and called for a wider ex- 
change of cultural delegations. 

The primary activity of every one of 
Moscows’s cultural delegates while in this 
country is to promote the Communist world 
revolution. E. H. Cockridge, former British 
Secret Service agent and an authority on 
Soviet espionage, had this to say: “Every 
Soviet football team, every athlete com- 
peting at an international sport event, 
Soviet scientists attending a congress abroad, 
the Moscow Ballet performing in a western 
capital or a group of Soviet artists at @ 
film festival are invariably accompanied by 
special agents of the Soviet secret police.” 
Judge Robert Morris, who spent the last 17 
years intensively studying and exposing the 
Communist conspiracy, said: “In past years 
of the exchange, secret police have passed 
as farmers, ice skaters, clergymen, and 
scientists, for the purpose of conducting 
espionage operation in this country.” 

AF.L. - C.1.O. President George Meany 
said, on cultural exchange, “Ne believer in 
the basic principles of free trade unionism 
could today conceivably desecrate these 
principles by undertaking to visit a country 
whese tyrannical leadership has for the 40 
years of its existence been the avowed and 
uncompromising enemy of all human rights.”

“Everywhere we have proletarian armies, 
although poorly organized and requiring re- 
organization. We are able to organize them 
in a single force, a single detachment. If you 
will help us accomplish this task of organ- 
izing them no one can prevent us from 
leading on to the victory of the world revo- 
lution and establishment of an “International 
Proletarian Soviet Republic.” 


In the fall of 1920 Lenin’s “principles of 
cultural exchange” were made public in: 
Lenin’s Speech To The Party’s Secretaries, 
November 26, 1920: 


“As soon as we are strong enough to de- 
feat capitalism as a whole, we shall immed- 
iately take it by the scruff of the neck.” 


We only wonder if America’s negotiators 
on “peaceful coexistence” with Soviet Rus- 
sia ever read Lenin’s “Selected Works on 
Coexistence.” The previous quote from Lenin 
should make clear for every American that 
what the Kremlin pursues through “cultural 
exchange” is the continuation of communist 
conspiracy, spying and poisoning of Ameri- 
can minds, while stealing from America the 
valuable American “Know-how.” 


This exchange was started under the 
Eisenhower Administration January 27, 
1958. Ever since the two governments pub- 
lish two magazines: “Amerika,” published 
by the U.S, Department of State in Russian 
for the Russians; and “USSR,” published 
by the Kremlin in English for the American 
readers. Now, both magazines are propa- 
ganda magazines, both are published in 
America in color, but the similarities end 
here. Russia’s “US®R” is being sold for 20¢ 
and reaches the news stands throughout 
America in a matter of hours after printing. 
America’s “Amerika” is sent by boat and 
takes 6-7 weeks on its way to Russia. Once 
there, the communist party’s members take 
care of it in such a way that 4 weeks later 
the unopened bundles are returned to the 
U.S. Embassy in Moscow with the mention 
“Not Sold.” Even if the magazine would be 
exhibited on the Soviet newstand, its price 
is $1.25 U.S. dollars. That means exactly 
$19.75 in Soviet money (at the legal ex- 
change, not in use in USSR) or one week’s 
wage for a Russian worker. But this is not 








dancers and good spies and communist pro- 
paganda tools, had a tremendous success in 
the United States. Ed Sullivan alone, made 
sure that 90 million Americans saw the 
dancers and probably 90% of them said to 
themselves: after all, how could those nice 
people and splendid performers be against 
our way of life, how could they want to 
“bury us,” as Khrushchev threatened to do? 
While each and every dancer was a certified 
loyal member of the communist party, 
therefore not vulnerable to the American 
way of life, they were hosted by the Amer- 
jeans in their homes with steaks and cham- 
pagne and once returned to Moscow told the 
Communist press that the Americans have 
no culture, no freedom and that the Negroes 
and minorities are slaves in America. After 
they left U.S. the polls showed what a large 
majority of the Americans believed in their 
sincerity, were duped by their propaganda. 

The West still believes in “Summits,” in 
diplomatic negotiations with the communists. 
Stalin wrote Russia’s views on diplomacy, 
in: 

Stalin’s “About Diplomacy,” January 12, 
1912: 

“A diplomat’s words must have no re- 
lation to his actions, otherwise what kind 
of diplomacy is it? Words are one thing and 
actions another. Good words are the mask 
for bad deeds, since diplomacy is no more 
possible than dry water or iron wood.” 


Dimitry Manuilsky To The Students of Lenin 
Academy Of Political Warfare, 1930: 

“War to the hilt between communism and 
capitalism is inevitable. Today, of course, 
we are not strong enough to attack. Our 
time will come in 20 or 30 years. To win, we 
shall need the element of surprise. The 
Bourgeoise will have to be put to sleep. So 
we shall begin by launching the most spec- 
tacular peace movement on record. There 
will be electrifying overtures and unheard 
of concessions. The capitalist countries, 
stupid and decadent, will rejoice to cooperate 
in their own destruction. They will leap at 
another chance to be friends, As soon as 
their guard is down, we shall smash them 
with our clenched fists.” 

This very Manuilsky was the President of 
the United Nations Security Council in 1949 
and today is K’s most trusted political ad- 
visor. 

The Russians want to steal everything 
they can from this country’s unequaled 
“know-how,” they want to learn the secrets 
by which the people of this country build, 
from what once was unexplored land, the 
mightiest, the richest, the happiest, the most 
human nation called “United States of 
America.”
